IF YOU ARE TRANS, CENDER-

The National Center for Transgender 
Equality (NCTE) has launched a major 
survey on of all Trans identities, including Trans, Gender- 
queer and non-binary people. You may complete the 
survey between August 19 and September 21. The 
survey covers a broad range of issues including, but not 
limited to, unemployment, underemployment, housing, 
health care, HIV/AIDS, disabilities, immigration, sex work, 
and police interactions. 

This is an important opportunity for Trans community 
members to provide information reflecting your personal 
Trans life experiences to a national data base that 
advocates, policymakers, organizations and academics 
can draw upon to create programs and provide compre¬ 
hensive services to meet the unique needs of the Trans 
community. 

For this data base to be meaningful it must represent all 
Trans identities and levels of experiences. To achieve this 
goal the NCTE is collaborating with organizations nation¬ 
wide to ensure a large and diverse sample of participants. 
This data will be compared with like data from the national 
population as a whole and NCTE plans to do a follow up 
survey every five years to measure progress over time. 

If you are Trans, Genderqueer or non-binary please go 
to the site listed below and participate in the survey. If you 
are cisgender (not Trans) share this information to 
individuals and groups who may be able to get this 
information to members of the Trans community. Partici¬ 
pants must live in the United States, a US Territory or 
abroad on a US Military base.

“Also included will be restaurant and bar 
reviews, previews of music, movies and 
books and celebrity interviews. It will 
include shoppe and boutique reviews, 
ways to improve your diet, your workou.t 
and your home and hearth, along with 
travel logs and wedding photos," says 
Publisher Stephen Libby, who adds that 
the Gay Journal will carry fashion 
features, drink recipes, happy hour hot 
spots, and day and weekend trips, and 
that health alerts and pet care tips will be 
regular columns.

JON STEWART 


ormally at this time on a Monday night, I 
am clearing the deck for the next installment of 
THE DAILY SHOW with JON STEWART. If we 
weren’t watching live we were squirreling away 
episodes for binge watching, as many as our 
brains could take before freezing. As Stewart 
closed out his brilliant career on the Comedy 
Central show he spoke not of goodbyes but of a 
pause in the conversation he’s had with us for 
some sixteen plus years. I hope that means he’ll 
be back soon. But underneath the silly play of the 
final show, with all the many terrific correspon¬ 
dents who’ve made their bones there under his 
tutelage, one could sense a man in desperate 
need of a break. He took his job on the comedy 
show very seriously. American icon and fellow 
Jersey boy Bruce Springsteen set Stewart’s sail 
for the next chapter with a rousing finale. It will 
rank for me as one of the great TV sendoffs of all 
time. 

Forget about his entertainment resume. It is hard 
for me to imagine a better citizen than this man. 
We saw the guy on the tube, the clown, the critic, 
the satirist. His “pal," Bill O’Reilly loves to mock 
do-gooder celebrities but I wonder if he ever puts 
his money where it matters. Stewart surely did and 
does, taking up the cause of sick kids, tortured 
animals, selfless veterans, cops and firefighters, 
anyone in need, anyone suffering an injustice, 
really. 

Countless nights, through countless news events 
I turned to him to help me sort out my thoughts and 
emotions about the direction this country has been 
taking for some time now and he’s never let me 
down, saying what I hoped someone on TV would 
about stuff that matters. Everything from the stolen 
election of 2000, the attacks of September 11, the 
Iraq invasion, mass shootings, climate change, 
sexism, racism and homophobia in America. His 
best foil for idiots was to let them speak. His best 
defense of freedom, that word so easily bandied 
about as to nearly lose its meaning, was to dare us 
to think for ourselves. 

Though not bound by a journalistic standard, 
Stewart set his own. His “fake news” show gave us 
more content than any 24-hour cycle on CNN 
When he pleaded with the CROSSFIRE panel to 
“stop hurting America” it was real. And, even 
though the network canned that show, a host of 
clones has replaced it and none of them give a 
damn about anything but Roger Ailes’ bottom line. 

When Murrow left, it was the end of an era. 
Same for Cronkite, Paar, Carson, and the like. 
Each had changed the TV landscape and made us 
the better for it. We have no idea how much we are 
going to miss Jon Stewart.

THE BLIND TRUTH 
BY KATHLEEN PRIME 

ACCESSIBILITY IS MORE THAN RAMPS 

When I first heard about the Valley Gay Press I had recently returned to 
the Lehigh Valley from Thailand. I was eager to read the only local LGBT 
paper in the area to learn what’s happening in my new community. But I’ve 
been thwarted at every turn. Even now that I write a column for the Valley 
Gay Press and I get a free copy of each issue sent to my home (a perquisite 
that is sent to both donors and columnists) I still haven’t had the chance to 
read it. The reason is pretty simple, I’m blind, so I can’t read a hard copy of 
the paper. 

This inaccessibility is compounded because there is no on-line text 
version of the Valley Gay Press. Text on-line can be read by a blind person 
in two ways - special laptops can convert rows of text into braille, so that 
blind people can read emails and other linear text. Also, text can be selected 
and converted to speech, so that blind people can hear the written text. But 
that doesn’t work when the text is in a graphic, and since the Valley Gay 
Press is created in the graphics program Illustrator, the text to speech 
option doesn’t work. 

I’m working with Liz Bradbury to make the VGP accessible to more people. 
Accessibility is an important issue for the LGBT community. If you’d like to 
work with me and volunteer to help convert older VGP issues to readable 
speak-text for posting on the bradburysullivancenter.org website, and you 
have a Mac computer that has the Illustrator program on it, please contact Liz 
at liz@bradburysullivancenter.org to help us with this project.

We may just come over for a vacation, stay for a week 
and see how we feel. And let’s not count our green card chick¬ 
ens. 

We're off to the Edinburgh Fringe Festival on Friday for 16 
nights. It's the largest performing arts festival in the world with 
3000 different productions over the month of August. I'm 
looking forward to this immensely. We have to put little 
Blanche in a kennel, which we don't love, but she's remarkably 
resilient and as sweet and passive as ever. 

Our own performing arts group in Lincoln, LAODS, of which 
we're both on the board, has just passed a vote to mount 
Spamalot in June of next year as our summer musical. We're 
all psyched about it. It replaces 'Hello Dolly' (ugh). A total 
result!
